The Palm Springs Planning Com­ 
mission Wednesday 
swept three

for 
North Palm Canyon Drive into an 
unspecified limbo, and continued 
the renewed application by George 
E. Goldberg for R-3 hotel and 
apartment zoning on East Ramon 
Road. 
Goldberg, who seeks an apart­ 
ment development with approxi­ 
mately 94 units for lots on the 
south side of Ramon Road between 
Compadre Road and El Cielo Road, 
has sought his apartment zoning 
eight years. 
"I think I’m entitled to It,” he 
told 
the 
commission. 
Goldberg, 
who told the commission he has 
a similar development near the 
plush Phoenix Country Club, said 
he planned a one and two-story 
project, with broad vistas of grass 
and pool area to the south. 
Stations Withheld 
The hearing was continued' to 
the Feb. 7 meeting, when Gold­ 
berg will present a plot plan. 
The three filling station applica­ 
tions drew a one motion denial 
after Commission John Seamans 
pointed out that there “is plenty 
of time.” William Foster added 
that "there will be a design shop­ 
ping center up there (on North 
Palm Canyon Drive) before the 
tramway is completed.” 
The applications were by Sally 
Stevens Nichols, for a station at 
North Palm Canyon Drive and the 
tramway access road: 
Bus Lib- 
bott, who sought a station at San 
Marco Way and North Palm Can­ 
yon Drive; and the MEF Land 
Company, which sought a station 
at Yorba Road and North Palm 
Canyon Drive.

Apartments 
Requested on 
Indian Land

Plans for a $3 million apartm ent developm ent for th e 
heart of Section 14 were disclosed during a zone ch an g e h ear­ 


ing before the Palm Springs Planning Commission W ednesday. 


James Hollowell, 
attorney for 
Tahquitz Development Enterprises. 
Inc., told the planning board that 
his firm plans to develop 20 acres 
of the prime midtown Agua Cal­ 
iente Indian land. 
The land, leased for 60 years, 
must have $1.5 million in develop­ 
ment within the first six years, 
Hollowell said. 


“This property is too expensive 
for piece meal development,” Hol­ 
lowell told the commission. He 
emphasized that the Tahquitz De­ 
velopment Enterprises plans for 
the 20 acre tract is a pace setter,” 
adding that “no one else is close 
to improving Section 14.” 
Covers Nine Blocks 
Tahquitz Development Enterpris­ 
es. including a Don M. Lee, sought 
a zone change for the area from 
trailer, R-la single family residence 
and R-2, limited multiple dwelling, 
lo R-3, hotel and apartm ent zone. 
The application was made for 
blocks 87. 88. 97. 98. 107. 108. 109, 
and 110 in Section 14, bounded on 
the north by Amado Road, on the 
south by Andreas Road, on the 
west by El Segundo, and on the 
east by Avenida Caballeros. The 
commission questioned the R - 3 
zoning for -the entire area. 
First development planned for 
the 20 acres leased by Tahquitz 
Development Enterprises is a 22- 
unit. one and two-story "luxury” 
apartment at Avenida Caballeros 
and Andreas Road Hollowell said. 
Long Beach archiect Ed Killings- 
worth, designer of the first in­ 
crement building, told the commis­ 
sion 16 one-bedroom apartments 
would have 800 square feet: two 
studio apartments would have 966 
square feet, and four two-bedroom 
apartments w o u l d h a v e 1.280 
square feet of floor space. He ad­ 
ded that all cars would be conceal­ 
ed from the street, in car port 
areas. 
288 Units Planned 
Hollowell told the hearing that 
the development is planned for a 
maximum of 288 units on the entire 
site, although present zoning would 
permit more than 600, end R-3 
density would permit approximate­ 
ly 1.000 on the sec Hon. 
“It may take more of the two- 
story units than we now plan,” 
Hollowell said. 
Commission Chairman John Mil­ 
ler observed that ”we have spent 
months working up a plan, but 
the applications seem posed to the 
plan or a modification.’’ He ad­ 
ded he couldn’t see a “ square mile 
of R-3.” A square mile, a com­ 
plete section, is 640 acres. 
On motion of Commission Lew 
Levy, the commission tabled the 
application for a field trip. It will 
be renewed in the Jan. 17 com­ 
mission meeting. 
"It would encourage us to know 
who these people are,” Levy told 
Hollowell, who promised a com­ 
plete list of the principals for the 
next meeting. 
, 
The attorney asked the com­ 
mission for speedy consideration, 
"because the rent on this area 
is now approximately $10,000 a 
month.” He emphasized the lease 
could not be altered without ex­ 
press permission of both the al­ 
lottees involved, and the federal 
Bureau of Indian Affairs. The Bu­ 
reau, represented by local direc­ 
tor Ray W. Jackson, supported 
the application.

been approved for FM ( fre­ 
quency modulation) operations 
in the desert area, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
George E. Cameron Jr.. sta­ 
tion owner, said that the Feder­ 
al 
Communications 
Commission 
ha* granted a request for a full­ 
time operation. The station will 
operate from the 104.7 spot on the 
FM dial. 
Power of the new station will 
be 14,400 watts, according to the 
station's announcement. 
Station Manager Norman Loftus 
said that construction would start 
immediaely on the facilities, and 
that provisions have already been 
made for the FM operation in the 
new studios now being built for 
the station at Indian Avenue and 
South Palm Canyon Drive. 
"The programming will be the 
finest of quality music with primar­ 
ily separate programming for the 
FM station as compared with the 
KDES AM programming,” Loftus 
said. 
“ However there will be certain 
programs and certain periods when 
stereophonic programming will be 
presented through the combined 
facilities of KDES AM and FM.” 
It is expected that the station 
will go on the air for the first 
time sometime in the early spring, 
according to the KDES announce­ 
ment. The station first made the 
request for the FM facility in De­ 
cember of 1960.

Expansion of the Palm Springs 
Desert Museum, a $280.000 job 
started last April, today is nearly 
complete and the popular resort

Smith, museum director who said

exhibit display area and provides 
for much greater public facilities. 
The reopening on Jan. 15 W*M 


mark the start of a winter pro­ 
gram of special events that will 
highlight a series of travel films, 


Dr. Smith said. 
These will be shown in the Mar­ 
cuse Auditorium, named for the 
donor whose contributions to the 
museum financed the construct- 
tion — the late Mrs. A. J. Mar­ 
cuse. seats 360. It is fully air con­ 
ditioned and cost $160,000. 
The second 
floor, about 7500 
square feet, houses the library and 
b o a r d room, laboratory, work 


rooms, exhibit hall, storage space 
and the offices of the director, 
Dr. Smith and his assistant, Miss 
Janet Wullner. 
Concurrent with work on the 
museum 
is 
restoration 
of 
the 
little brown house on the same 
grounds which was the home of 
Palm Springs pioneer Miss Corn­ 
elia B. White during her lifetime. 
All of the property was owned 
by Miss White, but was given 
to the Museum in 1947. The little 
house will soon be used by the 
Palm Springs Hostorical Society 


to house its early-day pictures, 
exhibits and offices. 
Portions of the museum will 
open to the public Jan. 15th but 
the forma! dedication will not take 
place until March, Dr. Smith said 
Three traveling exhibits will be 
installed for initial public view* 
ing.

The difficulty cropped up "al- 
mosl overnight" during a routine 
check of the Atlas booster rocket 
fuel tanks, and forced the $400 
million Mercury program to post­ 
pone plans for sending astronaut 
Juhn H. Glenn Jr. on the orbital 
voyage Jan. 16. 
Officials of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration 
rescheduled the launching f 0 r 
Jan 23—a date which still will be 
subject to change if more prob­ 
lems are encountered. 
Informed sources said the tank­ 
age problem was not a serious 
one. but that it created a bad 
situation because 
the

"They've almost got it equared 
away now," one source told Unit­ 
ed Press International early to­ 
day.

Federal investigators who ap­ 
peared Wednesday at two team­ 
ster locals in Detroit and Pontiac

ment Reports. 
They are examining the records 
of Detroit Local 209, home local 
of union President Jam es R. Hof- 
fa, and Local 614 in Pontiac. 
The Detroit officé of BLMR is 
headed by Louis Woiwode. a for­ 
m er FBI agent. Since 1960, his 
investigators 
h a v e 
processed 
about 400 cases. 
The BLMR was set up under the 
Labor M anagement Reporting and 
Disclosure Act of 1959. The act re­ 
quires unions to file financial re­ 
ports with the BLMR. 
The 
Supreme Court ruled the 
bureau had the right to also ex­ 
am ine records from which the re­ 
ports w ere filed if it finds "rea­ 
sonable basis" for questioning the 
union fund-handling reports. 
That was what happened in the 
case of the two teamsters locals. 
Investigators showed up at both 
locals Wednesday to take posses­ 
sion of the records. 
Woiwode said the records would 
be audited at the local offices, 
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a job he estim ated would take 
about three weeks. 
He said of the 400 cases that 
have been investigated, about 300 
have been resolved without pros­ 
ecution. The BLMR, he added, is 
prim arily interested in seeing that 
unions 
comply, 
rather 
than 
in 
prosecuting them . 
Woiwode said many of the com­ 
plaints his office investigates come 
from the union members. “A lot 
of them ,” he said, “are begin­ 
ning to wonder what has been 
happening to th eir money.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — American 
corporations paid their stockhold­ 
ers a record $15 billion in divi­ 
dends in 1961. 
The figure compares vCith $14 5 
billion in 1960 and with $5.8 bil­ 
lion in 1929. 
The new record was established 
dt spite (he fact that some indus­ 
trial groups paid out less than in 
1960. On a dollar basis, 
these 
losses were more than offset by 
gains in all other groups. 
Dividend increases and extras 
were greater than 1960. At the 
same time 
there were 
fewer 
casualties. As a rule, the closing 
months traditionally represent the 
best dividend period of the year, 
since many companies follow the 
practice, when iheir profits per­ 
mit, of supplementing Iheir regu­ 
lar rates with year-end extras. 
The trend at year-end was 
clearly in the direction of more 
liberal dividend payments in line 
with a strong comeback in cor­ 


porate profits. Dividends, after 
all. come out of earnings. 
There are approximately 15 
million persons, according to an 
estimate by the New York Stock 
Exchange, who received these 
dividend checks. Thus, the mythi­

"average stockholder" re­ 
ceived more than $1.000 in cash 
dividends in 196!. 
Slock dividends ranging from 
1 per cent to 100 per cent were 


distributed in volume in 1961. 
The practice of paying dividends 
in stock, either in lieu of cash 
dividends or tn combinations, has 
been gaining favor, fhe income 
tax is one reason; another is th® 
desire of a corporation to reward 
its stockholders while it th® 
same time conserving cash.

EPIDEMIC PROPORTIONS 
BOB CON jIDINE: 


We are four days into the new sear of 
1962 and the forecasts of those who have 
tríade a study of economic trends and who 
should know, continue to mount on the op­ 
timistic side. 
The California State chamber of com­ 
merce, for instance, sees a bright picture 
ahead for the state—and that means that we, 
here in Palm Springs, will share in the pre­ 
dictions as we are one of its fastest grow­ 
ing areas. 
In its preview of 1962, the state cham­ 
ber believes that the year will see a continu­ 
ation of Hie long-term growth trend Califor­ 
nia has experienced during recent decades. 
In their forward look, the officials of the 
organization say that the year upon which 
we are now embarked, should bring what 
they define as “robust" gains to retailers, 
w holesalers and manufacturers alike. But they 
see these gains coming in an orderly manner 
with no indicarion of a runaway boom period. 
A prediction of more than $60 billion 
w orth of goods and services has been made, 
based on a survey of many factors. 
In a forecast for the labor field, the eco­ 
nomic seers see a rise in emploi-ment with 
Hie total in 1962 reaching 6,770,000 com­ 
pared to 6.5SO.OOO in 1961. 
A substantial increase in personal income 
from 46 billions last year to 30 billion this 
year is expected. 
Retail sales wiH also rise and should 
reach almost 24 billions this y ear as con­ 


trasted with 22'i billions in 1961. 
Civilian employment is expected to reach 
6.350.000 this year. Last year the figure was 
6.115.000 
Manufacturing employment is also ex­ 
pected to increase from 1,346,000 last year 
to 1,425,000 in 1962. 
Population may reach 17,030,003 in Cali­ 
fornia this ' ear. That is three-and-one-half 
per cent more than the earlier predictions. 
Many factors entered into the state cham­ 
ber's forecasts for this vear. The study of 
these which favorably affect the state's econo­ 
my include: 
An in c re a s e in personal consumption ex­ 
penditures: m o re than a half million increase 
in population: increased agricultural com- 
moditv p r o d u c tio n : continued high volume of 
new. c o n s tru c tio n : increase in automobile reg­ 
istration. g re a te r investments in new plants 
and equipment: increased federal government 
purchases in the state: sizeable defense con­ 
tract a llo c a tio n s which California firms are 
expected to receive. 
In this general pain in the state and the 
continuation of a healthy “business climate” 
Palm Springs naturally will share plus some 
additional factors locally which hold out 
generous promises.. 
Statewide a n d on the local level—Palm 
Springs a n d the Desert Empire—1962 is her­ 
alded as a good a n d prosperous year. 
We hace 361 davs remaining to make 
this bright picture co ne true—and enjoy it.

Telephone companies are abandoning the use 
of letters since there are not enough combin­ 
ations for world-wide long distance. They 
are using numbers exclusively as vou know 
since the former FAirviecv was discarded and 
3-2 substituted.
